Deafness is a serious misfortune, 
especially when congenital, in which 
case the defect prevents the acquisi- 
tion of speech, unless a special and 
painstaking course of Instruction is 
given in the use of the vocal organs. 

Hut, deafness, whether congenita! or 
not, is not an insuperable bar to the 

proper education of the young, al- 
though the usual channels of instruc- 
tion are closed to ehihlreti SO afflicted. 
It is, if not an easy matter, at any 
Wte within the bounds of possibility, 
SO to teach and train deaf children 

that they may become qualified to 

take part in the duties and efforts of 
life without being handicapped by 
the deprivation of the faculty of boat- 
ing. A notable instance of what may 
bo done in this direction is afforded 
by the Minnesota School for the Deaf, 
an admirably planned and conducted 
institution which has accomplished an 
incalculable amount of good. It is a 
free school, designed particularly for 
the deaf children of Minnesota, but 
then' is really no limit as to age, 

though persona over twenty-five years 

old are admitted only by a special 
vote of the board. The best age for 
the admission of pupils is between 
oightand eighteen, and Iho institution 
is open not only to the victims of en- 
tiro deafness, but to all children 

whose deficiency in hearing renders 
then unlit for education in the public 

schools. The school, which was 
established by act of the legislature 
in 1H5H, occupies handsome and com 
modious buildings in this historic 

town. The present superintendent 
Mr. .1. L. Noyes has boon in charge 
since 1866, and under his able man* 
agemeat, the institution has become 
noted as a model one of its class. 
This gentleman is eminently qualified 

for his task, to which ho is devoted 
heart and soul. His seal and effl 
cieney have boon valuable faci 
placing the Minnesota School for the 
Deaf on its present pinnacle of re- 
nown. It is no exaggeration to any 
that, with the excellent system of in- 
struction pursued at the school, its 
perfect appointments and judicious 
manag«ment, the pupils tire not only 
put on a footing of equality with 
youths whose hearing is Unimpaired, 
but in many oases their apparent 
affliction becomes a blessing, by 
securing for them the benefits of (ho 
mental, moral and physical training 
received here. Persons who are 
familiar with the results attained, 
find no praise too warm for (his in- 
stitution. 

The course of study COmpri 
common school education, so varied 
as to bo specially adapted to (ho 

requirements <>t deaf children. Pen- 
manship and drawing receive careful 
attention. Unremitting oars is di- 
rected to sid the pupils in aoquirieg 

ease and accuracy in writing the 
English language. To aid in the 
acquisition of this useful branch, the 

school publishes a paper, "The Com- 

pnnion," printed from typo sot by 
the pupils. This publication contains 
much interesting information con- 
cerning the school, and our readers 
interested in this department of effort 
to bsMfit mankind should not fail to 

get a copy. Bach pupil is si 

ItrUOted in sonic trade, as tailoring, 

ihoemaking, printing or oarpentry. 

The girls are taught domestic duties, 

S'cwing, dressmaking and sonic 
'an cy work. Mr. No sistud

Of carefully selected teachers, eleven 
in number, at ths head Of whom [| 
Mr. .1. 1>. Smith. Besides these there 
are several foremen of shops, physi- 
cian, matron and assistant matron and 



other officers, making a total of 
twenty-seven teachers and officers 

under (ho Superintendent. The 

school is strictly unscctai'ian, but 
religious instruction and moral train 
ing arc prominent features of the 
methods pursued. The influences 

surrounding pupils are of the best ; 
and homo training and menial and 
physical education arc happily blond 
I'd to Secure the best. pOSSlbis results. 

Wo alluded to the possibility of 
teaching speech to children born deaf. 

This is a diffioult and tedious task 

and is not feasible in every instance, 
but ths records of this institution 
show an unusually largo number of 
successful cases. The plan of the 
school is to teach articulation and lip- 
reading in every case when the pupils 

show the requisite ability for perma- 
nent Improvement, All are given an 
Opportunity to make a fair trial of 
articulation and lip-reading. In one 
class it is the medium of instruction. 
The school is free, but parents and 
guardians are required to provide 

clothing and pay for incidental ex- 
penses and (ransportion. When 
parents are too poor to defray those 
es, the county makes provision 
to meet them. The general direction 

of the school is vested in a bo .ml, 
composed of the following prominent 

persons : Gov. W. K. Soerriam, ex 
officio ; Hon. 1). L. Kiehle, State 
Superintendent of Instruction, ex- 
office ; Hon. T. B. Clement, President ; 
Hon. Anthony Kelly, Vice-President ; 
Hon. R. A. Mott, Secretary ; Hon. 

Hudson Wilson, Treasurer ; and Son, 
Geo, K. Skinner. 

Not to take up too much of our 
readers' time, W8 will now conclude 
this already long letter, which we 
trust will serve to give some idea of 
the model institution mentioned, of 

which Minnesota may well be proud, 
for it is doubtful if its equal is to be

A VISIT TO THE INDUSTRIAL PAIR.

appropriate to the occasion. The 
honored principal then describe, 1 in 
detail how the institution eame to be 
founded, speaking of Governors Do 
Witt Clinton and Dr. Mitchell. 
Id Psalm was then rceitod by a 
choir of girls in concerted sio- ns . 

Prof. B. H. Currier was then intro- 
duced. He made the remark that 
May 80th is the Memorial Day of 
America, but that November 'loth 
was the Memorial Day of this Insti- 
tution. He spoke on all the teachers 
connected with the Institution since 
living and dead, nearly 
every institution for the deaf 
in the United States has some one 
eonneeted therewith, who was once a 
former toaohor or otlieer here. In 
many schools there wore throe or four. 
This shows that the institution is not 
a place of learning for pupil* only, 
but that teachers and officers gain ex- 
perience which enables them to oc- 
cupy broader fields. 

Prof. Fox then mounted the ros- 
trum and described many thine 
neoted with the Institution that the 
pupils hail not known horetofor, 
corning the former location at 
60th Street. Then he dwelt on the 

building of the school on its present

At the meeting of the Trustees. 
Monday evening, all the members 
were present. Alter the transaction 
of some routine business. Superinten- 
dent Knott laid before them hie re- 
moval of C. \Y. liaise for reasons as 
heretofore published in the .lot kn.vi.. 
Th,' Hoard, after a. careful examina- 
tion of all the facts in the ease, ap- 
proved his action, so they did also his 
appointment of Mr. Ira Crandon to 
succeed to the vacancy. Superinten- 
dent Knott presented for the trustees' 
consideration the report of the school 
for the year ending November 1 5th, 
which they discussed and adopted. 
They prepared their report, of which 
we give the more salient points, leav 

ing for our next letter Superintendent 

Knott's review of the year's work in 
the Institution. 

In presenting the sixty-tilth annual 
report to (he governor and through 
him to the legislature, the trustees 
bespeak for it and the accompanying 
reports tlie considerate attention of 
his excellency and the members of 
the legislature. The education of the 
deaf, they hold, is not only receiving 
I he careful attention of the various 
governments and commonwealths of 
the civilized world, but the earnest 
scrutinizing consideration of the 
strongest and best intellects iji the 
educational world. Also for the fact 

that this is an age of wonderful ad- 
vancement in all educational and phi- 
lanthropic directions, hence Ohio 
should not be behind her sister states 
in providing for the advancement of 
her deaf children. 

The trustees consider the literary 
work done in the Institution second 
to that accomplished in no deaf unite 
school in the country. It has been 
their aim lo so manage the affairs of 
the school as to have for teachers the 
best and most skilful minds available 
for the work, and then so to treat 
these teachers that they should go 
forward in their work, feeling secure 

that if they gave the lies) .etTo<'i< of 
, panic. Ihey woi; M 

be sure of the,. ward, both .., 

tenure of office and in a financial way. 
They compare the work of a teacher 
to that of a railway engineer, which 
must always be done at a sacrifice of 
nervous energy and intellectual ac- 
tivity that draws largely upon the 
physical and mental life of the worker. 
Hence, a teacher, to be successful, 
should be as far removed as possible 
from all thoughts not dircctlv 
ne, 'ted with the intellectual and moral 
Of themselves and pupils. They 
should be so treated that the linn 
conviction may inherit their minds 

that their official superiors demand 

nothing else from them but the con 
SoientiOttS discharge of duty 
nothing less than this will be tolerat- 
ed, and that nothing more than this 
will be asked. This is exactly the 
manner in which the trustees have 
endeavored to treat all connected with 

the Institution, from the superinten- 
dent to the humblest employe. AH 
teachers of last year were tendered 

reappointment for this year. Some 

did not accept, for reasons of their 

own. 

The trustees point with pride to the 
advancement made in the industrial 
department of the Institution the past 



year, and attribute it to the enthu- 
siasm Of those having charge of the 
shops. 

In referring to the steward's report. 
they find that the expenses for the 

past year, while large, were yet no 

more so than those of other Institu- 
tions, and when the per capita ex- 
penses are compared with schools for 
the deaf in other states, those of the 
Ohio School are from twenty dollars 
to thirty dollars less per capita. No 
OOmpariSOD is to be made with the 
other state institutions, except, per- 
haps, the Blind, for the reason that 
most of them tire located in the coun- 
try, where the time of the children can 
be utilized to lessen their expenses. 
While the pupils here have to be 
taught in small schools by teachers 
who have, as a rule, bad special train- 
ing, and hence command bight 
lanes, as they do in any other voea 
lion in life. 

The aOOOmmodation of the present 
building is for three hundred and 
fifty pupils. More than that number 
has' been in attendance the past year. 
and yet no attempts ha\ e been made 
to enlarge the building. After the 
erection of the building, the number 
of pupils to receive instruction in- 
,1 tapidly for several years. 
To four causes this is attributed : 
Firstly, the increase of population 
in the Stale but it is a question 
whether the proportion of deaf chil 
dren In the State is not now being de- 
,1 by the rapid advances being 
made in me dioalsoience and nursing 

sick children. Nearly tine,- fourths of 
all the deaf people in the world were 
made deaf by disease ; a hire, 
of those made deaf by disease, suffer- 
ed from want of educated medical 
attention, and skillful and careful 
I nursing. 



Secondly, increased railway facili- 
ties and the knowledge of an institu- 
tion for the deaf at Columbus brought 
more pupils. 

Thirdly, the increase by legislative 
enactment of pupils' school limit. 

Fourthly, through the intentional 
deception of parents and possibly 
through the oversight of superinten- 
dents, probably many pupils entered 
the Institution before they were of 
the age re,piired by law and that not 
a tow stayed oxer the time allowed 
by the law. The present law is dif- 
ferent. Pupils are not received under 
eight years, and they must be resi- 
dents of the State — none arc allowed 
to remain over ten years, and only 
such as reach the grammar depart- 
ment by the end of the seventh year 
are entitled to ten years. 'The 
trustees are of the opinion that this 
law is proper at present, considering 
the accommodations. If they were 
increased, they would be willing to 
extend the school term to eighteen 
and twelve years. Considerable 
space is devated in reviewing the 
improvements aboutS about the build- 
ing during the past year, and the 
needs required to furnish the build- 
ing in keeping it up to what it should 
Am appropriation to supply 
the institution with electric light is 
asked for. They reason t hat if t ! 
used in the institution is unlit for use 
any where, the more so in this school.

All Souls' P. E. Mission, as it is 
called, was founded by Rev. Dr. 
Clere, son of Laurent (Mere, wha was 
the first educated mute in America. 
The Doctor owing to his father's 
infirmity naturally took a deep interest 
in the deaf and dumb, and devoted his 
life to their welfare. He did 
noble work foi this class of people, 
and, upon his death, the mission, 
then located on Second, between Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets, was con- 
ducted for many years by Rev. 
Thomas (iallaudet, of New York. 
Press of business eompelliii 

laudet'a resignation the work was un- 
dertaken by Rev. Henry W. S\ le, a 
graduate of Yale and Oxford, and 
this country's first mute clergyman.
